Leo M. Harrison, who slugged 
aud robbed the man who had be- 
friended him, Harry B. Givens, sec- 
retary of the Vandeventer Trust 

. and escaped with $31700 In 
cash and securities Feb. 7, 1925, 
today was sentenced to 20 years in 
the penitentiary by Circuit Judge 
Rosskopzf. 

The Judge looked over a num- 
ber of letters asking leriency for 
Harrison. One of them was from 
Harrison’s wife, Virginia Wright 
Bryan of Norfolk, Va., whom he 
married under the name of Allen 
William Brvan. She mentioned 
their two small boys. .

NEW YORK, Oct. 31—Nine men 
not on the ship’s register were 


aboard the Holland-American liner 
Volendam when she dotked at Ho- 
boken. The nine had been res- 
cued last Friday evening from the 
sea. They stood apart from the 
passengers on the Hudson pier— 


men with big, hard hands and slow 


tongues. 

Capt. Jacobus de Koning of the 
Volendam was almost as non- 
commital as the nine men from 
the sea, e 

“T hauled to and made alee just 
aft the refugees,’ he said, “and 
then we let down a ladder over the 
stern to them. The last man up 
pulled the plug and sank their 
boat.”’ 

The gay and chattering passen- 
gers on the Volendam had glimpsed 
something of the sea that evening 
after a red flare had been sighted 
on the water. Capt. William D. 
Potter and his crew had pulled 
and sailed in the schooner, Hora- 
tio Foss into a gale 400 miles, just 
up to the Gdte of Bermuda. Then 
slowly the wind pushed them back. 
They had_ been within a mile of 
the reef, not more than 11 or 12 
miles from Bermuda, 

Driven Back From “Port. 

Then, driven back, away from 
life just as it seemea to be in their 
bleeding hands, they saw the Vol- 
endam, putting out of Bermuda, 
in the twilight. Potter succeeded 
in lighting a wet match. The red 
flare sputtered in the fading light, 
and the Volendam sailed out of her 
course, stopped and then backed 
into the gale, gathering speed. 

A little later the excited pas- 
sengers watched the small boat 
slide and reel into the slack which 
the liner made with her hull 
breadside to the wind. They saw 
the men, more dead than alive, 
creep up the rope ladder slowly 
and drop on the deck exhausted, 
covered with sores from the slat- 
ting of the salt water for -seven 
days. For that instant the com- 
fortable passengers glimpsed the 
sea. 

“We left Philadelphia Oct. 10,” 
said Potter. “We were headed for 
Martinique with a cargo of 1090 
tons of coal for Guadaloupe. 
Everything seemed fine when we 
sailed out of the Delaware River 
and two days later we were in the 
Gulf Stream. with wind picking 
up.” 

Boat Nearly 20 Years Old. 

The Horatio Foss, nearly 20 
rigged 
fore and aft along the 183 feet of 
her length. She was registered out 
of Boston at 846 tons. 

Potter, sitting in borrowed cloth- 
ing beside De Koning in the mas- 
ter’s cabin in the Volendam, looked 
languidly through the log of the 
Foss which he had kept all through 
that week adrift. He had saved

He, a wiry New England- 
er of 30 years. who had been at 
sea 15 of these years and had lost 
his first command, read from his 
log:

By the Associated Press, 

ATHENS, Oct. 31. 
Paul Kondouriotis, 72 years old, 
President of Greece, today bore 


on his right temple the Scar of a 
bullet fired by an unemployed 
waiter yesterday in an attempt to 
assassinate him, 

Kondouriotis passed a good night 
and his condition was reported as 
satisfactory. No fever had set in 
this morning and the President ap- 
peared in his usual good humor. 

The waiter was saved from a 
lynching. In jail he told police 
that the attempt was made because 
the Greek state refused to sup- 
port him during the time he was 
without work. 

The President entered his auto- 
mobile in front of the municipal 
building where he had just opened 
the Congress of Greek. Mayors. 

Zafioios Goussios, 25 years ald, 
drew a revolver and , fired two 
shots. 

One of the bullets passed through 
the windshield of the presidential 
automobile, shattering the glass in 
Admiral Kondouriotis’ face and 
striking him in the right temple. 

As the crowd rushed at the 
assailant police surrounded the 
youth and hurried him off to fail. 

President Returns Home. 

After President Kondouriotis was 
treated at a hospital surgeons is- 
sued this bulletin: 

“The President-was wounded in 
the right temple, the bone being 
splintered. The President bore a 
slight operation very well: his con- 
dition is satisfactory and he was 
able to return home.” 

Goussios, born at Larissa in 
Thessaly, came to Athens two 
weeks ago for treatment of an 
aural infection. 

A waiter, he had long been un- 
employed, according to a confes- 
sion police claim. to have obtained 
from him. /

Thirty-five per cent fa- 
vored him, but believed him def- 
initely out of the race, and 20 per 
cent were noncommittal, Of the 
16 women who replied, half fa- 
vored his renomination, one-third 
were noncommittal and less than 
15 per cent believed Mr. Coolidge 
definitely out.

For Estate Tax Repeal. 

Renewing his appeal fo: repeal 
of the estate tax, the Secretary 
argued that “by tradition, legal 
theory and revenue necessity, this 
tax belongs to the states.” 

“The Federal Government has 
only made use of the estate or in- 
heritance tax,” he said, “four times 
in its history, and then during war 
emergencies. As soon as the 
emergency was passed, the tax was 
repealed. There is no occasion to 
change this policy. It is not based 
on opposition to the inheritance 
or estate form of taxation, but on 
the theory that some taxes inhere 
to the states and can more prop- 
erly be levied by them than by 
the Federal Government and the 
estate tax is one of these. It is 
beyond dispute that the state 
needs this revenue and that the 
Federal Government does not.”’ 

Because of the 80 per cent credit 
allowed on taxes paid to the states, 
he estimated that in five years 
this tax would not produce more 
than $20,000,000. Should the levy 
be repealed the loss in revenue in 
the fiscal year 1929, he said, would 
net exceed $7,000,000. 

Mellon told the committee he 
realized that great pressure would 
be brought to bear for the repeal 
of the tax on automobiles but he 
opposed it vigorously. 

Federal appropriations for gaod 
roads amount to about $75,000,000, 
expenditures which, he said, were 
for the direct and immediate bene- 
fit of automobile owners.

EVOLUTION QUESTIONED 


The Rev. R. C. McCarthy Sees 
No Reason to Doubt Bible 
Story of Creation. 


Construction from bone frag- 
ments of “complete skulls and 
busts and crouching half-human 


forms” and the exhibition of these 
as tending to prove the evolution 
of man from a lower animal, was 
criticised yesterday in a sermvun 
at St. Francis Xavier (College. 
Church by the Rev. Raphael C. 
McCarthy, 8. J., Ph. D., associate 
professor of experimental psy- 
chology at St. Louis University. 

The speaker, emphasizing the 
paucity of the fossil remains which 
form the basis of evolutionary ¢x- 
hibits in modern museums, de- 
plored the effect of such exhibits 
upon uninformed observers who 
accept the layouts of skulls and 
busts, arranged in, chronological or- 
der, as demonstrating conclusively 
Man's assent from the lower ani- 
mals. 

He then attacked the famous 
room in the New York Museum of 
Natural History, the “Hall of the 
Age of Man,” whose series of plas- 
ter busts showing a gradation trom 
Pithecanthropus Erectus to the 
Cro-Magnon man has been exten- 
sively reproduced photographically 
in books on evolution and in news- 
paper picture sections. 

How Java Man Was Reconstructed. 

“No skull of a missing link has 
ever been found,” said Father Mc- 
Carthy. “Fragments of bones have 
been discovered arid with these os 
a beginning the imagination of 
artists has produced a row of 
skulls. That is the history of the 
plaster models in the ‘Hall of the 
Age of Man,’ which, of course, are 
open to public view and are par- 
ticularly fascinating to children, 
who are taken there by. their 
teachers. 

“The famous Pithecanthropus 
Erectus, or Java Man, is supposed 
to have lain for more than 600,- 
000 years in the soil of Java un- 
til, in 1891, a surgeon in the Dutch 
army found what he described as 
‘a remarkable tooth.’ One month 
later and one yard away a plece 
of the top of a skull was un- 
earthed. The following Summer a 
portion of a thigh bone was discoy- 
ered about fifty feet removed from 
where the tooth had been dug up 
and two months after that a sec- 
ond tooth was found, thirteen feet 
away from the thigh bone. These 
are the only known remains of 
the notorious Pithecanthropus, and 
the foundation on which he was 
erected. 

“The fact that the bones were 
so widely separated in the earth 
justifies the suspicion, at least, that 
they were relics of different beings. 
Still some scientists contend that 
they belong to the same individual. 
There is the greatest difference of 
opinion as to the kind of an anl- 
mal to which the top of the skull 
belonged. Some scientists maintain 
that it is that of an ape; others 
say it belonged to a man and still 
others that it is half ape and half 
man. When the bones were first 
exhibited, in Europe the French 
anthropologists as a class judged 
one way and the Germans the ex- 
act opposite. 

Questions Value of Evidence. 

“Yet it is evidence like this,” ; 
commented Father McCarthy, 
“which is admitted by men who 
cannot believe that Christ walked 
on the waters. About two years 
ago the Associated Press carrie@ 
descriptions of a bone unearthed 
near the grave of the Java man. 
It was hailed as a complete brain 
case of the missing link, the first 
ever seen. Several months later 
Dr. Hrdlicka, curator of the Na- 
tional Museum and anthropologist 
of international fame, deciared 
that without any doubt the sup- 
posed 1,000,000 year old skull was 
the knee-cap of an elephant. Are 
we unscientific because we refuse 
to give up our belief in a Creator 
on testimony like this? 

“It is on such a flimsy and ques- 
tionable substructure that the vast 
theory of the evolution of man’s 
body has been reared. It is a 
strange phenomenon of human 
psychology that brilliant men, who 
in other matters insist on facts, 
should dogmatize about a few 
pieces of bone. It is an instance of 
the truth that we readily believe 
what we wish to believe. The evo- 
lution of man’s body is not an es- 
tablished fact. It is an article of 
faith and a great deal of hope. 

“So far science has not brought 
forth any evidence to show that 
we have misinterpreted the crea- 
tion of man as the story is re- 
counted in the Book of Genesis. 
Nothing has been discovered that 
weakens the belief that man’s body 
was the direct work of the Cre- 
ator. Will such discoveries ever 
be made? We cannot say, al- 
though they seem improbable. If 
science were to furnish proof that 
man’s body was evolved, we should 
admit the fact and our fundament- 
al beliefs would remain unchanged. 
It would merely show that God

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 31.—If the resident of St. Louis county could 
board his Creve Coeur street car each morning and find at Delmar 
loop a high-speed line that would shoot him to Broadway in 26 
ininutes, what a boon that would be! 

If the automobilist could find parking space at Union boulevard 
and there board an electric line that would put him at his office in 
the Railway Exchange Building in 1u minutes, would he twist a la- 
borious way with his car through increasing traffic congestion each 
mo.ning and evening? 

Ana if anywhere along the route from those outposts of residen- 
tial St. Louis other thousands could board rapid transit or transfer 
to it from surface cars and thus cut their daily strap-hanging time 

Imost in half, how much more desirable the proposition becomes. 

Moreover, if the charge for transfer from surface to rapid tran- 
sit or for the straight fast ride shou!d be no more than St. Louisans 
now put in the fare boxes of slow-moving surface cars that require 
5{ minutes or more from Delmar loop. does not the proposition ap- 
proach the entrancing? 

It may seem dreamy in the abstract, yet Philadelphia car riders 
have achieved that relatively happy state in a way which they offer 
as an object lesson to St. Louis car riders. They have gained for 
trcmseives high-speed mass transportation for.7 1-2 cents, which is 
precisel, the surface sar fare in St. Louis.

Problem Similar 
to One in St. Louis. 


The transportation problems of Philadelphia and St. Louis are un- 
usually comparable because of certain common physical aspects. The 
business section in Philadelphia, as in St. Louis, is adjacent to a river, 
the Delaware. The transportation task in Philadelphia, as in St. Louis, 
is the delivery cf thousands each day to that business district from 
three points of the compass, west, north and south. There is little riding 
through the business district in either city. In both cities cars discharge 
virtually their full loads in the business district. 

In Philadelphia, as in St. Louis, that district is made up of narrow 
streets, requiring street cars to force their way through a maelstrom of 
traffic. The streets of Philadelphia are narrower even than those of St. 
St. Louis---narrower than Olive street east of Twelfth. 

The population of Philadelphia to be served by transportation is ap- 
proximately twice that of St. Louis. The area is 100 square miles; that 
of St. Louis 62 square miles—hence population is denser in Philadelphia. 

' As the residential! areas of Philadelphia are at little, if any, greater dis- 
. tance from the downtown than in St. Louis, the transit company of Phil- 
adelphia enjoys an operating advantage over that in St. Louis, because 

it hauls more passengers per car mile—a less average distance. 

The writer has spent severa! days here inquiring of all interests in- 
volved--representatives o1 the city government, of the transportation 
company and of the car-riders—of the character of service, the facilities 
in use and plans for the future. 

How Philadelphia Does It. 

From that inquiry, the outstanding facts of the Philadelphia situa- 
tion seemed to be the following: 

All forms of transportation are unified under one management. 

The facilitics include elevated, subway and surface lines, busses and 

taxicabs. Ths theory of the operating management, headed by T. 

EB. Mitten. is that the public hav shown its desire for more comfortable 

and speedier riding and that it is the obligation of the transportation 

company to supply all the forms and plenty of each. Thus, Mitten 

argues, the trausportation company gets the benefits of all the money 

the public spends for transportation. He loses money on busses, but 
the profit on taxicabs is equivalent to the bus loss. 

The system is composed of about 12 miles of high speed lines— 

' elevated and subways—700 miles of surface track (compared with 

460 miles in St. Louis), 500 busses and 1100 taxicabs. This system 
| : is owned in part by the city and in part by several corporations. All 
" | . of it is leased to an operating company. 

| 4 There are two high speed lines, the Market street elevated sub- 
way and the Frankford elevuted.

It is prob- 
ably true that surface lines service 
is little better than in several other 
cities of the country, for when Mit- 
ten took the company it was in the 
doldrums. Its equipment was an- 
cient; its employes were dissattis- 
fied. 

Mitten has replaced al! the old 
cars with modern cars of the type 
of the newer cars In St. Louis.

Mitten collected in fares last year 
a total of $57,000,000. He paid all 
operating expenses, taxes and re- 
served an adequate sum for depre- 
ciation, and still, from his public 
statement, had $13,800,000 with 
which to pay his fixed charges and 
dividends. Out of that sum he did 
pay all fixed charges, paid 7 per 
cent on preferred stock and 8 per 
cent on common stock, leaving a 
small balance to be applied to re- 
serves, 

In St. Louis, the United Railways 
last year collected $18,800,000 in 
fares, but after paying operating 
expenses, taxes and a depreciation 
reserve had left only $2,600,000. 
That was insufficient by $46,000 to 
pay fixed charges, to say nothing 
of dividends or reserves, 


Lesson: Beware 


of ‘Dead Horses.”’ 


Remembering that the rate of 
fare is identical in both cities, the 
question naturally will arise: With 
such a fine profit, why have fares 
in Philadelphia not been reduced? 

Within the answer lies what 
Philadelphia believes to be its ob- 
ject lesson to St. Louis—a warning, 
which, if heeded, will permit St. 
Louis to go ahead even faster than 
Philadelphia toward solution of its 
transportation problem—for’ the 
building of rapid transit upon a 
supporting fare as low or lower, 
even, than in Philadelphia. 

To get the answer, it is neces- 
sary to search back through the 
history of Philadelphia transporta- 
tion. The search uncovers that 
Philadelphia in its early days was 
exploited, like St. Louis, by schem- 
ing politicians and promoters. They 
shouldered upon Philadelphia many 
“dead horses” which car riders 
here have carried since and. sstil) 
are carrying. If Philadelphia 
could shake off its “dead horses” 
its transportation problem would be 
completely solved. It probably 
could return to its former status— 
that of being the city having the 
lowest street car fare of any City in 
the country. Philadelphia’s ex- 
perience warns St. Louis and other 
cities seeking better than anti- 
quated street car transportation to 
beware of “dead horses.” 

The Philadelphia transportation 
system, like that of St. Louis, is 
a merger of many independent 
companies—127 of them. For the 
purposes of this article, these com- 
panies may be referred to, as they 
are in Philadelphia, as “the under- 
liers.” The Philadelphia Rapid 
Transit Co., the agency of trans- 
portation in Philadelphia today, 
is an operating company only. It 
owns title to little of the property 
comprising the transportation bys- 
tem. It holds only a lease upon 
the physical property and the fran- 
chises of the underliers. 

Every one of these franchiseg {s 
virtually perpetual—running for 
999 years. Philadelphia eautions 


other cities to be miserly with fran- 
chises of all sorts, for franchises 
are the root of Philadelphia’s 
transportation ills. Time and time 
again, Philadelphia has tried to 
escape these franchises in the 
courts but always has failed. 


First Step Toward 
Unity Taken in 1895, 


Skipping the multiple, interven- 
ing steps, the first widespread 
merger of the underliers into sem- 
blance of a unified street car sys- 
tem occurred in 1895 when the 
Union Traction Company agreed to 
take over the franchises of all the 
underliers and to pay a yearly 
rental of 4 ,per cent upon an agreed 
valuation. 

This period of Philadelphia 
transportation history antedated 
only a few years the formation of 
the United Railways in St. Louis, 
when promoters, in a different 
nefarious way, so watered that 
company that it never could earn 
its way, or give good service. The 
promoters departed with a fee of 
$11,000,000. 

The iaquity of the deal in Phila- 
delphia was that the price agreed 
upon for the underliers yielded a 
return of 8 to 10 per cent upon 
their capitalizatio . not their val- 
uation, for their capitalization in 
many instances was grossly in ex- 
cess of the sum actually invested 
in the properties. In many  in- 
starces, tue return to the under- 
liers amounted to as much as 17 
per cent a year on money invested 
and car riders ever since have car- 
ried that bu-den of “‘dead horses.” 

Many of the tracks of the un- 
derliers haye been torn up; much 
of their equipment has vanished; 
surviving lines, in still more in- 
stances, are not paying lines, yet 
when the operating company seeks 
to abandon them, the underliers 
fight, alleging destruction of their 
property. 

$8,500,000 a Year Burden. 

The total annual rental which 
Philadelphia car riders pay in fares 
for these “dead horses” is $8,500,- 
000. <As the city’s system of sub- 
ways expands, still others of these 
line of the underliers will fall into 
disuse but the rental still will go 
on and must be made up in fares. 

The plight of Philadelphia should 
remind St. Louisans that should 
they franchise the United Railways 
for 30 or 50 years, as the reorgan- 
izing promoters desire, St. Louis, 
too, as it builds subways or other 
rapid transit lines, will see United 
Railways lines fall into disuse and 
be converted into “dead horses.” 

Philadelphia squirmed under the 
load of its “dead horses’ and went 
to court until satisfied that there 
was no relief there. The leases 
calling for the $8,500,000 annual 
payment were tron-clad. 

How 5-Cent Fare Was Lost. 

Then, in 1907, a group of citi- 
zens, most of them downtown mer- 
chants, fostered an agreement with 
the company which, it was hoped 
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would bring some relief. It was 
the forerunner of the modern “serv 
ice-at-cost” agreement to which 
many street car companies are 
turning to smooth a precarious fu- 
ture into a prosperous one. 

A 60-year contract was drawn 
between the old company and the 
new Philadelphia Rapid Transit 
Co. The new company agreed to 
make no capital expenditures with- 
out approval of the city. The city 
was to have three representatives 
upon the company’s board of di- 
rectors. Dividends were to «be 
limited to 6 per cent upon capital 
actually expended in equipment 
useful to car riders. The city was 
to get half of any excess dividends. 
The city was to audit accounts. 
Moreover, the company agreed to 
charge no more than a 5-cent fare. 

The city quickly was disillusioned 
as to its bargain. It soon ran 
counter to the Pennsylvania Pub- 
lic Service Commission, which has 
almost identical powers with those 
of the Missouri Public’ Service 
Commission. The city found that, 
all contracts or city ordinances to 
the contrary, the commission had 
absolute power over rates, over the 
kind of service, even over the ac- 
counts which the city was to audit. 
The. company escaped from the 6- 
cent fare, which was the concession 
in which the city took most com- 
fort. 

Today all that remal:s of the 
city’s bargain are three figure- 
heads upon the company’s Board 
of Directurs and the right to collect 
half of any surplus earnings over 
6 percent. As yet, there have been 
no surplus earnings. 

Hope in Right of Purchase, 

There is one relic of the 50- 
year contract to which the city 
now is turning as offering hope, It 
is that the city has the right to 
purchase the entire property, in- 
cluding the leases of the underliers. 
Last year there was begun another 
of the city’s struggles to escape 
the ‘dead horses.” Public clamor 
became such and so many appeals 
were made to the Public Service 
Commission that that body ap- 
pointed C. C. McChord, a former 
chairman of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, to seek a solu- 
tion. McChord put his finger upon 
the “dead horses” and said that, 
when they could be buried forever, 
the problem would be solved. 

He recommended that the city 
seek of the State Legislature the 
right to condemn the property of 
the underliers for a fair price. He 
himself said that a court probably 
would hold a fair price to be $100,- 
000,000, though greatly in excess of 
the usefulness of the property. He 
point@d out that the difference 
which the city would have to pay 
for interest on $100,000,000 and the 
annual payment which the under- 
liers were collecting was $4,500,- 
000. By condemning the underllers 
the city could reduce the price of 
transportation by $4,500,000 a year. 

If that saving were credited to 
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operating expenses, McChord said, 
in his report, the result would be: 
“A substantial reduction in present 
fares with the possibility of ulti. 
mately returningf to the 6-cent 
base fare, if desired.” 

McChord went further. He said 
that the city should have learned 
its lesson sin private ownership of 
its transportation facilities. He pro- 
posed that the city not only con- 
demn and buy the underliers, but 
that it buy also the property of the 
Philadelphia Rapid Transit Co., so 
that it would own its entire trans- 
portation system. He said that if 
car riders would consent to con- 
tributing enough fares each year to 
create an annual fund of $7,500,- 
000, that in 1957 it would have 
enough money to purchase its en- 
tire transportation system and 
have it virtually free of debt. Then, 
of course, he said, fares could be 
expected to be much lower. And 
he advised that the city do that. 


City Already Owns 
Frankford Elevated. 


The city is not inexperienced In 
municipal ownership. It now owns 
the Frankford elevated, which cost 
$16,000,000, and taxpayers have 
provided the $100,000,000 with 
which the new Broad street subway 
has been built. 

Mitten has said that he is thor- 
oughly in accord with the principle 
of municipal ownership and hopes 
that the city will buy its entire 
transportation system. He wants 
only to continue to operate it for 
a fee and points to his record as an 
operator to justify his getting the 
job. He says that large American 
cities must henceforth provide the 
money for the development of 
transportation and that no modern 
city can progress without subways 
or other high-speed lines. 

Mitten wants the city to put all 
his surface lines underground in 
the downtown district. One-way 
streets, with street cars going east 
on one street and west on another, 
such as reorganizers of the Unit- 
ed Railways are proposing for bet- 
ter service in St. Louis, ts a make- 
shift. the Mitten organization be- 
lieves. It is only a temporary ex- 
pedient. Street cars and other 
forms of traffic will not mix for 
good service and Mitten is ready 
to surrender the streets and go un- 
derground. 

He hag persuaded Philadelphia 
voters to vote $20,000,000 to take 
surface lines off Chestnut and Wal- 
nut streets, which are comparable 
to Olive and Locust in St. Louls. He 
says that he will pay the interest 
on city bonds required to build the 
subway plus an additional sum to 
ultimately retire the bonds. Of 
course, street car riders will pay 
the whole cost, but it is leisurely 
and easy way. 

The writer encountered no one 
in Philadelphia who would not 
agree that Philadelphia car riders 
are converted to rapid transit. It

In one respect, Philadelphia is 
envious of St. Louis. The chief 
obstacle to continued progress .in 
rapid transit here is that the city 
has approached its bonding limit. 
It once went to the Legilsature to 
have that limit raised but again has 
almost exhausted its credit. It 
probably will enter a hiatus until 
rentals from its existing high speed 
lines begins once more to reduce 
the debt and restore a working 
margin, 

As is known, St. Louls can bond 
itself, if its voters choose, to the 
extent of about $200,000,000 for 
subways or other forms of rapid 
transit, Such potential credit here 


| would undoubtedly result in early 


construction of more lines. 
Public Willing to Pay. 

Nor are voters under any, illu- 
sions as to the cost of subways. 
The Frankford elevated did not pay 
its cost of operation when it was 
opened five years ago, In fact, it 
is just now beginning to pay its 
way. Riders knew that they were 
paying something more in general 
taxes to make up the deficit. To- 
day, however, the 7%-cent carfare 
is making the elevated self-sup- 
porting and the prediction is that 
the fare will tend to be lower, in- 
stead of higher. 

Voters likewise know that the 
new Broad street subway will not 
pay its wy for a long, long time. 
It is a’ stupendous construction, 
providing fur the Philadelphia of 
the future with four tracks—two 
of them ultir tely to be reserved 
for express trains. There is not 
enough traffic now to utilize two 
of the four tracks to capacity. But 
riders here have determined upon 
riding speed and are willing to pay 
the cost till they can be self-sup- 
porting. 

No Benefit Assessments, 

There is another curious aspect 
to denote the devotion of the pub- 
lic at large to the idea of rapid 
transit. It will be recalled that 
the recommendation of the special 
committee of the Board of Alder- 
men in St. Louis is that the cost of 
subways be assessed not less than 
60 per cent against property which 
would increase in value by reason 
of contiguous rapid transit. It is 
the accepted modern plan of 
spreading costs more equably. 

All the money Philadelphia has 
voted for rapid transit—and _ the 
sum now is approximately $300,- 
000,000—is derived from general 
bonds. In other words, though the 
resident of West Philadelphia prof- 
its little, if at all, from the con- 
struction of a high speed line to 
north Philadelphia, he votes “yes” 
upon his ballot. Rapid transit 
bonds, -in recent elections, have 
carried overwhelmingly. 

Riders can measure quite ac- 
curately the benefits of rapid tran- 
sit. The Market street high speed 
line, for instance, has surface lines 
beneath its elevated structure for 
its entire length. 

The rider of the six and seven- 
car train on the elevated reaches 
the downtown district in 16 min- 
utes. The rider upon the surface 
car is lucky to get down in 40 
minutes and in the evening when 
he boards the car for an outward 
journey, he is conscious that it may 
take longer than 40 minutes to get 
home. 


Union to Downtown 

Within 16 Minutes. 

It can be pictured what conver- 
sion of the Olive-Delmar line 
in Sst. Louis to ahigh speed 
facility would achieve on the basis 
of this performance. The extreml- 
ty of the Market street Philadel- 
phia line is nearly six miles distant 
from the downtown. Six miles 
from Broadway in 8t. Louis would 
carry the rider at least to Union 
boulevard. Imagine flitting to 
Broadway from Union and Delmar 
in 16 minutes. 

The Frankfort elevated, if laid 
down in St. Louls would reach the 
Delmar loop beyond the city lim- 
its and trains traverse its length 
in 26 minutes. 

One service in Philadelphia 
would strike the fancy of the St. 
Loulsan who has not abandoned 
his tortuous trip to his work via 
his own automobile, with the ne- 
cessity at the end of finding a ga- 
rage or parking place and walking 
the last portion of his journey. At 
the outer terminalis of the high 
speed Philadelphia line, the tran- 
sit company maintains parking 
spaces. The automobile owner can 
drive to the terminal, park his au-

Perhaps, also, it is the illuminat- 
ing experience which the city has 
had with its first rapid transit 
lines that has converted Philadel- 
phia to rapid transit. Between the 
time of authorization by vote and 
its completion, the Frankford ele- 
vated has caused the assessed valu- 
ation of taxables in the district 
served by it to increase $94,000,- 
000 or 78 per cent. From that in- 
creased value, the city derived $2,- 
350,000 in additional taxes. The 
annual carrying charge of the 
bonds required to build the elevated 
is $936,000,000 or less than 40 per 
cent of the increased revenue the 
city government got through its 
construction. 

Similarly, since the Broad street 
subway has been under construc- 
tion, there has been notable build- 
ing along its course. Real estate 
values have more than doubled and 
Philadelphia ultimately expects to 
have the $100,000,000 cost of the 
subway returned to it in additional! 
tax revenue, ; 

The writer sought in Philadel- 
phia some man, familiar with the 
history of transportation in Phila- 
delphia, who out of his city’s ex- 
perience, might give something of 
advice to St. Louls. He was di- 
rected to Harold Evans, described 
as a leading lawyer and, as a for- 
mer public service commissioner, 
and qualified to speak, 

Evans was informed that St. 
Louis was at the point of decision 
whether to refranchise its surface 
lines for a long period or to em- 
bark upon a plan of subway con- 
struction, fitting to rapid transit 
only such portions of the surface 
system as might appear useful. 


Advice to St. Louis 
From Philadelphia. 


He replied: “The movement of 
traffic in the modern, growing city 
requires high speed lines, either 
subways or elevated. Our great- 
est impediment to development of 
rapid transit are our surface lines 
which are or are becoming ‘dead 
horses.’ Our $300,000,000 rapid 
transit system when completed will 
displace many other surface lines, 
yet such have been our mistakes in 
giving franchises to surface lines 
in the past, that car riders must 
continue to pay rentals for little. 
used or abandoned lines with the 
result that the carrying charges 
on high speed lines are left on the 
shoulders of the taxpayers. 

“Car riders cannot support the 
‘dead horses’ of abandoned  sur- 
face lines plus the cost of modern 
transit facilities. And no city can 
afford to be without modern transit 
today.” 

Operator for City Ownership. 

At the offices of Mitten man- 
agement, a lleutenant of T. BE.

Illinois, and Iowa’s choice for the Repub- 
lican presidential nomination, is said to be 
so discouraged over the, outlook that he is 
considering an announcement that he is not 
in the race at all. 

Iowa cannot nominate a President, and, 80 
far, this is the only state upon which Mr.

DYEING LIVE SKINS AND FURS. 
MUNRO FOX in the Forum. 

T IS well known to biologists that living 

animais can be dyed artificially without 
injuring them. The two dyc;: most frequent- 
ly used for this purpose are called methyl- 
ene blue and neutral red. 

Transparent, colorless animals such as jel- 
lyfish can readily be turned blue or red with 
these dyes, while remaining in perfect 
health. Pigs, again, have been fed. with 
madder, which gives their bones a pink 
color, and this procedure has been used to 
study the growth of bone. For if the mad- 
der is fed one day and not the next, the 
bone formed on the first day will show 
up as a pink layer. 

It has long been known that canaries be- 
come red when fed with red pepper. Both 
their feathers and the yolk of their eggs can 
thus be tinted, and even the skin of infants is 
said to take on a reddish tinge when they are 
given carrots to eat,

The pies that Mother used to 
make need not be only a mem- 
ory! A few simple rules and a 
little practice will make them a 
reality now. 


To get a light fluffy erust air 
must be worked in which will 
then expand when it is heated 
in the baking. As Little water 
should be used as possible. The 
dough should be handled very 
lightly, so as not to force out 
the air or melt the shortening. 


The standard recipe is: 
144 cups flour. 

14 teaspoon salt. 

4g cup shortening. 


[ce water (about 5 tablespoons). 
Sift flour and salt together. Cut 
im shortening, Add enough ice 
water to make stiff dough. Di- 
vide in halves. Roll on lightly 
floured board. Put into pan 
loosely to avoid stretching. Slits 
should be eut in the upper erust 
to allow the steam toescape. This 
recipe makes one two-crust pie. — 


An otherwise good pie is often 
ruined by poor baking. These 
rules will help you bake each 
type of pastry correctly. 


Pie Shells—hot oven, 400 to 450 
degrees F. for 10 to 20 minutes, 

til brown. Half fill shell with 
dry, ancooked rice to keep it 
from puffing up, or bake on bot.

Double Crust, Uncooked Filling 
as fruit—hot oven (400 to 450 
degrees FP.) for 15 minutes, then 
reduce to moderate (350 to 400 
degrees) for 20 or 35 minutes 
longer, depending on thickness.
